Germany, which began the war with a ruthless attack upon 
Poland followed by successive aggressions and brutality in 
internment camps, surrendered with an appeal to the victors 
for mercy toward tht German people and armed forces. 


After signing the full surrender, Jodl said he wanted to 
speak and was given leave to do so. 


‘‘With this signature,’? he said quietly in German, ‘‘the 
German people and armed forces are for better or worse de- 


livered into the victors’ hands. 


‘‘In this war which has lasted more than five years both 
have achieved and-suffered more than ‘perhaps .any other

In sparsely settled areas where 
pasteurized milk is unobtainable, 
home pasteurizers should obtain a 
heavy aluminum container with fau- 
cet attached about two inches from 
the bottom. Also needed is a remov- 
able metal rack which should clear 
the bottom of the container by about 
1% inches. The container should be 
deeper than quart. bottles which can 
be used to hold the milk, An armored 
thermometer also is needed.

TAMU ALLOWANCES 


AND INCOME TAX 


f Revperetdis announcement will help to clarify 
the relationship between Family Allowances and 
Income Tax credits for dependent children. Family 
Allowances are payable from July 1st, 1945, and 
the registration of children is now taking place. 
The Family Allowances Act was designed to help. 
equalize opportunities for all children, and when 
the Act was passed, Parliament approved the prin- 
ciple that there should be no duplication of benefits 
by way of Family Allowances and Income Tax 
credits for the same child. An amendment to the 
Income War Tax Act will be made to deal with this 
duplication. In the meantime, however, the Govern- 


(4) Heads of families receiving incomes 
in 1945 of $1200 or less will benefit to 
the extent of the full amount of the Fam- 
ily Allowances received. As they are not 
required to pay income tax, there is no 
duplication to remove. 

(6) Heads of families receiving incomes 
in 1945 in excess of $1200, but not in 
excess of $3,000, will #m effect retain the 
full value of their present income tax 
credits and in addition a percentage of 
the actual Family Allowances received. 
(ce) Heads of families with incomes in 
excess of $3,000 will retain their full 
income tax credits for children if they do 
not receive Family Allowances, ese 
taxpayers may, however, apply for Family 
Allowances to protect themselves against 
a possible decrease in income at a later 
date which might bring them into a 
lower income range where they would 
benefit from Family Allowances. In such 
cases if the income remains in excess of 
$3,000, the income tax credits for child- 
ren would be reduced by the full amount 
of Family Allowances received. 


Family Allowances will be paid in full 


In all cases, those who apply for and are eligible to 
receive Family Allowances will receive them in full, 
month by month, See scale below: 


SCALE OF MONTHLY ALLOWANCES 
FOR THE FIRST FOUR CHILDREN 


For each child 
Under 6 . . . . . 
From 6 to 9 . (inclusive) . 
From 10 to 12 (inclusive). 7.00 
From 13 to 15 (inclusive). 8.00 


Where there are more than four children 
under 16 in the family, the monthly allow- 
ance for each child after the fourth will 
be reduced in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Family Allowances Act. 


As far as is possible, to take care of the adjustments 
necessary to avoid duplication of benefits, current income 
tax deductions at the source will be adjusted to take into 
account the new situation when Family Allowance pay- 
ments commence. This will avoid placing an awkward 
burden on the taxpayers at the end of the year. 


FAMILY ALLOWANCES ARE NOT TAXABLE 


Special attention is drawn to the fact that the income 
ranges used in the table above refer to taxable income, 
and any amounts received as Family Allowances should 
not therefore be included in calculating income for this 
purpose because Family Allowances are mot taxable.

fren’t available, though the total 
mumber of planes is probably some- 
what lower, because now we're build- 
ing more big planes, 


Just how big our aircratt industry 
will be after the war is - something 
that nobody knows, but we can give 
you some information by which you 
can make r own pretty fair guess. 

First keep*in mind that there is 
almost as much difference between 
different types of planes as between 
row boats and battleships. On one 
hand we have the new four-motored 
Dougias passenger afrliners which will 
be built for T.C.A, in Montreal, 
They'll carry over 40 passengers at 
about 225 miles an hour and. will 
short cut across the Great Lakes 
from Toronto to Fort William with 
perhaps one or two more stops be- 
tween there and the coast. 

On the other hand we'll have the 
little two-seater light planes such as 
the Oub trainer. By way of contrast 
the big Douglases will cost perhaps 
100 times as much, and take perhaps 
100 times as many man hours to 
build. 

In between the two extremes will 
be three and four-place private planes 
10-passenger bush and feeder line 
planes like the Montreal-built Noor- 
duyn Norseman, and the 14-passen- 
ger Lockheed Lodestar which is stan- 
dard equipment on T.C.A. now. 

But how many of these planes will 
be required, Dr. C. C. Furnas, Direc- 
tor of Research for Curtiss-Wright 
Airplane Division, one of the biggest 
manufacturers in the Gtates, says 
that by 1050 he hopes to see eight 
times the air traffic of 1940, That 
will be roughly the present level of 
passenger traffic by rail. 

Yet, for all that traffic, Dr. Furnas 
says that 570 planes would be enough. 
At that rate Canada would need only 
44 planes to carry all our. airline 
traffic in 1950, And that doesn’t mean 
44 planes every year. Every one 
of those planes would last several 
years, al * —_- 

Dr. Furnas, of Course, is not taking 
into account planes used for inter- 
national service, and he is assuming 
that we'll have a good many of the 
140 to 60-passenger type of plane in 
| service. A single 40-passenger plane 
crossing Canada every day can do

SPRUCE SAWFLY THREATENS 


"A serious outbreak of Spruce Saw- 
fly has been © observed ‘throughout 
most of the districts between Town- 
ships 36 and 46 and as far west as 
range 7 W4th notes T, W. Townley- 


Damage is done by the insect when 
in the larva stage in June and early 
July. At this time it appeare as 4 
smooth bodied daterpiliar, Yellowish 
green with olive stripes along the 
sides, and with a light brown head, 
When fully grown at end of June or 
first week in July they are. about 
three quarters of an inch long. 


top of the tree difficulty may be en- 
countered in reaching taller trees ef- 
fectively. 

Power spraying equipment may be 
made available from the Dominion 
Experimental Station at Scott if the 
whole district is sufficiently organ- 
ized to warrant its use, All persons 
who have spruce trees are requested 
to get inf touch at once with the Mun 
icipal Office, reporting the approxi- 
mate number and size.of trees, and 
also whether any damage has been 
noticed previously, If all the spruce 
in the district were effectively spray- 
ed in mid-June it is most likely that 
this pest could be completely wiped 
out, Many farmers took a lot of time 
and trouble to get spruce started: 
don't lose them now when a little ef- 
fort on the part of each will save
